This way, if the clubs are 
worthwhile, then the bands 
could lega-ly play the im- 
portant jobs without the 
mess of kickbacks etc., then 
the bands also would not 
have to pay a higher percen- 
tage for dues they are ex- 
actly getting. He also seem 
ed to feel that if the Union 
did this, along with keeping 
a closer watch on the lounge 
payscales and paying the 
groups in general, it could 
make for a much better scene 
all the way around, mainly 
for better relations be-

Moving Finger - The Hollies 
Epic - E 30255 

I'm a little disappointed in 
this record for various rea- 
sons. It is done completely 
in the Hollies earlier style 
which was always quality if 
nothing else. But, the 
thing is, they've been doing 
this style for some eight 
odd years and it's starting 
to become a drag. "Confes- 
sions Of A Mind", Isn't It 
Nice" and "Marigold Gloria 
Swansong" are so predictable 
that you could get tired of 
them in the first listening.
